Von  Braun  to  appear  in  LDS  movie 


World-renowned  space  scien- 
tist Wernher  Von  Braun  will 
appear  in  a new  motion  picture 
now  in  production  by  the  BYU 
Motion  Picture  Dept. 

DIRECTOR  Wetzel  Q.  (Judge) 
Whitaker  and  a crew  of  three 
flew  to  Huntsville,  Ala.,  with 
their  production  ^equipment  to 
photograph  Dr.  Ifon  Braun  ‘for 
the  film  “The  Search  for  Truth.” 
At  Huntsville  thejscientist  is  di- 
rector of  the  George  C.  Marshall 
Space  Flight  Center. 

Sponsored  by  the  First  Pres- 
idency and  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  of  the  LDS  Church,  the 
film  will  discuss  the  relationship 
of  science  and  religion  for  the 
benefit  of  young  people  of  the 
Church.  The  color  film  will  point 
out  that  there  need  not  be  con- 
flict between  science  and  relig- 
ion. 

“MANY  SCIENTISTS,  past 
and  present,  have  been  devout 
believers  in  Deity,”  noted  Mr. 
Whitaker.  To  help  emphasize 
this  fact,  Dr.  Von  Braun  will 
deliver  his  statement  on  "Im- 
mortality." which  previously  has 
been  published  in  a Sunday 
newspaper  magazine. 

Director  Whitaker  called  Dr. 
Von  Braun  "very  gracious  and 
very  sincere.”  The  shooting 
crew — Mr.  Whitaker:  Robert 
Stum,  cameraman;  Tyler  Rog- 
ers, sound  technician,  and  Rich- 
ard Gailey,  electrician — waited 
five  days  to  see  the  busy  scien- 
tist, set  up  the  shot  for  two 
hours  and  spent  one-half  hour 
with  actual  shooting.

CIA  top  spot

NEWPORT,  R.  I.,  Sept.  27- 
President  Kennedy  today  named 
Republican  John  A.  McCone, 
former  head  of  the  Atomic  En- 
ergy Commission,  to  succeed 
Allen  W.  Dulles  as  director  of 
the  Central  Intelligence  Agency. 

The  59-year-old  McCone  moves 
into  the  super-secret  post,  which 
heads  up  the  nation’s  espionage 
system,  that  Dulles,  67,  has  held 
for  eight  years. 

Dulles  and  McCone  flew  to- 
gether by  plane  from  Washing- 
ton to  the  Quonset  Naval  Air 
Station  this  morning,  then  trav-  . 
elled  by  helicopter  to  Hammar* 
smith  Farm  where  they  met 
with  the  President  for  an  hour 
before  the  announcement  was 
made.

kinson  convinced  Mr.  Whitaker, 
a Mormon  bishop  and  animator 
for  the  Walt  Disney  Studios  for 
15  years,  to  move  to  Provo  to 
set  up  the  campus  operation.

He  also  degraded  John 
Thomas’  performance  among  others  Miss 
Daniels  told  me  that  the  night  before  Nor- 
ton’s race  he  was  hounded  by  a reporter 
until  two  in.  the  morning.  When  the  well- 
meaning  journalist’s  story  broke  the 
next  day,  it  related  how  Ray  Norton  had 
spent  the  previous  night  partying  until 
the  early  morning  hours.  When  the  best 
hero  in  the  eyes  of  the  American  public 
falls  short  of  being  the  best  in  the  world, 
they  want  to  find  excuses  or  belittle  him.
